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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 

The  British  apple  market  as  reflected  by  the  Liverpool  auction  of 
Wednesday,  April  6,  shows  an  improvement  in  the  demand  for  high  grade 
barreled  stock  but  a  weakening  in  the  demand  for  boxed  varieties,  accord- 
ing to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Spe- 
cialist in  Eurooe.    Barreled  varieties  in  general  are  showing  a  large 
number  of  slacks.    The  depreciation  on  slack  barrels  is  around  60^  per 
barrel.    The  demand  for  boxed  varieties  is  weak  because  of  the  excessive 
supplies  of  poor  condition  Yellow  Newt  owns  and  Winesaps  from  Oregon  and 
Washington.    The  Newt owns  are  showing  over  10  per  cent  of  decay  and  the 
Winesaps  from  1  to  10  per  cent  of  decay,  the  latter  variety  appearing 
overripe  and  with  a  small  amount  of  vitality. 

Virginia  Yellow  Newt owns  topped  the  market,  A-2|  inch  fruit  in 
gocd  condition  selling  readily  at  from  $7.30  to  $6.52  per  barrel,  which 
is  equivalent  to  approximately  $5.05  to  $6.19  per  barrel  f.o.b.  Win- 
chester.    Last  week  Virginia  Newt owns  ranged  from  $7.30  to  $7.91  per 
barrel.     There  was  also  a  good  demand  for  good  condition  Virginia  Wine- 
saps, which  sold  at  from  $5.35  to  $6.08  per  barrel  as  against  $5.11  to 
$5.47  last  week.     Competition  for  New  York  Rhode  Island  Greenings  was 
particularly  brisk  throughout  the  auction.    Supplies  were  light  and  the 
fruit  was  in  good  condition.    A-2|-  inch  sizes  sold  quickly  at  from  $7.66 
to  $7.79  per  barrel,  which  is  equivalent  to  approximately  $5.47  to  $5.59 
per  barrel  f.o.b.  Rochester.     Last  week  Greenings  brought  from  $5.84  to 
$6.81  per  barrel.    Massachusetts  Baldwins  were  also  in  good  demand,  k-2\ 
inch  stock  in  good  condition  selling  quickly  at  from  $5.96  to  $6.33  r>er 
barrel.    New  York  Ben  Davis  and  Baldwins  were  in  slow  to  moderate  demand. 

In  general,  barreled  varieties  axe  in  light  supoly  but  boxed  sup- 
plies are  excessive,  states  Mr.  Smith.    New  crop  Australian  apoles  are 
beginning  to  arrive  but  supplies  afloat  are  only  moderate,  amounting  to 
about  225,000  cases.     The  first  shipment  of  New  Zealand  apples,  consist- 
ing of  a  cargo  of  94,000  cases  is  expected  during  the  last  two  weeks  of 
the  month. 


Prices  paid  in  Copenhagen  show  a  decline  for  both  boxed  and  bar- 
reled varieties.    Hamburg  prices,  on  the  other  hand,  are  higher.  Auction 
supplies  in  Hamburg  are  light  but  supplies  in  the  h->nds  of  jobbers  and 
retailers  are  heavy.    Barreled  stock  in  unattractive  condition  because  of 
blemishes  and  decay  sold  at  $2.43  per  barrel.     The  demand  is  improving  on 
high  grade  fruit .
